Fall  quarter  rat- 
ings were  made  on  a basis  of  1 1-2 
points  for  each  hour  of  A,  1 for  B.  0 
for  C and  -1  for  D. 

This  report,  it  is  explained,  is  com- 
piled objectively  by  an  impartial  staff 
with  an  aim  toward  higher  scholar- 
ship standards.

Symphony  Program 

Orchestra  Seen  in  Final  Concert 
Of  Y ear,  Thursday 
Evening 

Appropriately  brilliant  in  its  last 
official  appearance  of  the  year,  the 
Brigham  Young  university  symphony 
orchestra  was  heard  last  night  in  col- 
lege hall  in  an  excellent  concert  pro- 
gram, featuring  the  talent  of  Miss 
Clara  Woodhouse,  pianist.  Miss  Wood- 
house,  at  present  teaching  music  at 
the  Dixie  junior  college,  is  a 1934 
graduate  of  the  “Y.” 

The  first  half  of  the  program  con- 
sisted of  the  rendition  of  Beethoven’s 
Eighth  symphony,  conducted  by  Pro- 
fesor  LeRoy  J.  Robertson. 

The  second  half  was  the  “Second 
Concerto  in  D minor,”  written  by  Ed- 
ward MacDowell.  This  concerto  fea- 
tured the  brilliant  playing  of  Miss 
Woodhouse.  It  was  conducted  by 
Dean  Gerrit  de  Jong,  Jr.,  of  the  col- 
lege of  fine  arts,  with  a full  orchesal 
accompaniment. 

Miss  Woodhouse’s  power  of  inter- 
pretation touch  were  clearly  revealed 
in  this  highly  romantic  composition. 
Her  vigorous  rendition  ofthe  con- 
certo drew  praise  from  Dean  de  Jong, 
who  states  that  she  is  one  of  the  few 
women  who  can  equal  the  masterly  in- 
terpretations of  men  pianists. 

Miss  Woodhouse  acted  as  soloist 
with  the  orchestra  last  year,  playing 
Beethoven’s  “Concerto  No.  1 in  C 
major”  as  her  graduation  performance.

Wisconsin  University 
Adds  Y Grad  to  Staff

It  elucidates  the 
physiology  of  digestion  in  a small 
fresh  water  relative  of  the  crab. 

Mr.  Hasler  described  the  properties 
of  the  enzymes  of  this  organism  and 
has  shown  the  crab  to  have  200  times 
the  digesting  power  of  that  voracious 
eater,  the  hog.

Cougars  Determined  To  Retain  Track  Titles

Dale  Schofield,  Brigham  Young  un- 
iversity’s outstanding  trackster,  is 
probably  the  fastest  starter  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  conference  this  year, 
At  least  he  is  the  fastest  starter  on 
the  Western  slope.  I vertified  this 
statement  last  Saturday  in  the  dual 
meet  with  the  University  of  Utah  at 
Salt  Lake. 

While  Maurice  Williams,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  black  antelope,  beat 
Schofield  to  the  tape  in  the  century, 
the  Cougar  harrier  was  leading  at  the 
50-yard  mark  with  Greenwell  of  Utah 
second,  Williams  in  third  place. 

Schofield  is  spending  much  time 
these  days  in  strengthening  his  finish, 
while  up  at  Utah  Williams  is  drilling 
on  getting  away  rapidly.  Track  fans 
are  awaiting  the  results  with  a great 
deal  of  interest. 


A cursory  survey  of  where  the 
Utah  state  collegiate  track  rec- 
ords have  been  established  indi- 
cates that  both  the  B.Y.U.  track 
and  the  U.A.C.  track  are  faster 
than  the  University  of  Utah  cin- 
der path.  Only  one  mark  remains 
on  the  books  made  on  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  track  and  not  equalled 
or  bettered  at  the  Cougar  or  Aggie 
oval. 


I can  hardly  remember  the  time 
when  a stiff  wind  was  not  blowing  at 
the  Utah  stadium.  This  unquestionably 
has  had  a great  deal  to  do  about  the 
few  track  records  that  have  been  made 
there. 


Few  college  bands  in  the  United 
States  can  surpass  the  Brigham  Young 
university  organization  when  it  comes 
to  playing.  However,  there  is  some 
room  for  improvement  in  maneuver- 
ing and  in  parade  tactics. 

New  uniforms  would  do  much  in 
giving  the  color  needed.  Of  course,  this 
is  not  a problem  for  Prof.  Sauer  and 
the  band  to  wrestle  with,  but  it  should 
be  a project  of  the  student  body.  I’m 
ready  to  give  a “buck”  to  get  the 
movement  underway. 

That  our  band  needs  new  uni- 
forms was  vividly  portrayed  at 
the  recent  high  school  band  con- 
test held  here.  If  high  schools 
with  a handful  of  students  can 
deck  its  band  out  in  glamorous 
uniforms,  surely  the  B.Y.U.,  which 
has  the  finest  band  in  the  west, 
can  do  likewise.

Lake  was  the  first  major  athletic 
event  in  which  Coach  Ott  Romney 
has  had  a team  entered  and  was  not 
on  hand  to  see  it  perform.

Never  have  I seen  a college  shot 
put  ring  in  such  deplorable  condition 
as  the  University  of  Utah’s  was  last 
Saturay.  It’s  my  guess  that  if  the  Utes 
had  had  a good  shot  putter,  the  ring 
would  have  been  in  excellent  shape, 
but  because  the  Cougars  were  favored 
to  win  the  event  handily  no  attempt 
was  made  to  get  the  ring  in  shape. 
As  a result  John  Verney’s  mark  was 
almost  three  feet  short  of  his  best 
mark  this  season. 


The  Brigham  Young  university 
track  and  field  team  rest  this  week- 
end for  the  state  meet  at  Salt  Lake 
City  on  May  18  while  the  Utah  Aggies 
and  the  University  of  Utah  tangle  in 
a dual  meet  on  the  Logan  track.

Party  Finds  Evidence 
Of  Sun-Worshipping 
People  In  Utah 

Evidence  that  the  ancient  Fremont 
peoples  of  about  900  A D worshipped 
the  sun  in  Buck  Horn  canyon  in  the 
San  Rafael  Swell  region  of  Utah  was 
discovered  by  the  Brigham  Young 
archaeological  party  on  a trip  to  that 
region  last  week. 

In  Buck  Horn  Canyon  was  found  a 
circular,  rayed  space  sixteen  feet  in 
diameter,  a good  Replica  of  the  sun’s 
disk  as  it  appears  to  the  human  eye. 
Upon  this  disk  are  drawings  almost 
life  size  and  drawn  in  striking  reds, 
browns  and  yellows.  The  almost  con- 
tinuous series  is  162  feet  in  length  and 
of  a height  of  more  than  twelve  feet. 
The  drawings  portray  fifty-one  hu- 
man beings  and  a total  of  105  different 
objects.  It  is  the  largest  continuous 
series  of  painted  drawings  yet  seen 
by  Dr.  Albert  Reagan,  who  conducted 
the  expedition.

Describes  Taj  Mahal 


Taj  Mahal  should  be  seen  in  the 
moonlight  to  be  most  fully  appreciat- 
ed, stated  Professor  Ida  S.  Dusenber- 
ry in  describing  this  monument  to  a 
Mogul  king’s  wife. 

The  magnificent  structure  took  20,- 
000  men  20  years  to  complete,  con- 
tinued Mrs.  Dusenberry,  and  the  ma- 
terial cost  $20,000,000,  which  would  be 
even  greater  today.  It  was  construct- 
ed of  pure  white  marble  that  was  car- 
ried 150  miles  on  the  back  of  ele- 
phants. Precious  gems  and  stones 
were  imported  from  many  oriental 
countries  to  add  to  its  beauty. 

Mrs.  Dusenbery  also  related  the 
story  of  how  the  monument  happened 
to  be  built.

Story  Deciphered 
From  Petroglyphs 
On  Upper  Campus 

Long  before  the  silver  sheet  enter- 
tained the  whites,  the  red  man  had  his 
picture  show  displayed  in  stone.  A 
remnant  of  such  a silent  picture,  dat- 
ing approximately  1000  B.  C.,  adorns 
the  side  hill  above  the  walk  leading  to 
the  library. 

The  rocks  tell  the  story  of  a man 
who  started  for  a walk  in  the  morn- 
ing just  as  the  sun  came  over  the 
mountain.  It  rained.  He  travelled  west- 
ward until  noon,  which  is  portrayed 
by  the  full  sun.  This  shows  a striking 
resemblance  to  a practically  bald  man 
smoking  a cigarette.  He  met  some- 
thing that  frightened  him  and  camped 
as  the  sun  went  down.  The  next  day 
he  continued  his  journey,  hunted  and 
fished.  He  saw  several  birds  and,  as 
one  is  shown  falling,  it  is  evident  that 
he  killed  it.  He  also  saw  a mountain 
sheep.  Indications  point  to  the  suppo- 
sition that  the  journey  lasted  about 
nine  days. 

These  petroglyphs,  meaning  pecked 
pictures  in  the  rock,  came  from  the 
Lincoln  Beach,  southwest  of  Utah 
Lake.  Glyphs,  or  engravings  on  the 
rocks,  were  found  extending  north- 
ward from  this  point  to  the  end  of  the 
Provo  level.  Of  all  these  54  have  been 
labeled  and  arranged  in  their  series 
by  the  archaelogical  department  of  B. 
Y.  U.,  the  rock  above  the  path  cor- 
responding to  number  35  and  54  of 
this  series.  These  pictographs  are 
early  Shoshonean  and  correspond  in 
time  to  about  what  is  known  as  Bas- 
ket-Maker UU  period,  sometime  be- 
tween 1000  and  500  B.  C.
